were instantly killed.

The cause of the explosion has not 
been definitely determ ined but it is 
generally supposed to have been a 
"windy shot’’ which in tu rn set of:

been left in the mine. 


The six m iners nad ju st finished 
their last day’s work before going 
out 
upon 
suspension 
pending

agreem ent of wages and the rape 
rider had sent down an em pty car 
to bring them to the surface and had 
him self gone home. T he pump man 
had also ju st come out and was a 
hundred yards away when the ex­ 
plosion took place and the six men 
who had been engaged upon the night 
shift in sinking the slope were all 
th at rem ained in the mine at the 
time.

Ffcris, March 31.—Another danger­ 
ous crisis in the Balkans has been 
narrowly, but, perhaps, tem porarily 
according to the views in well-in­ 
formed diplomatic circles here, where 
for months it has been an open se­ 
cret that Bulgaria was determined to 
try conclusions with Turkey over the 
question of Macedonia, either to win 
the Province outright or at least to 
secure autonomy for the remainder 
of European Turkey. 
Bulgaria for years has made tr 
mendous sacrifices to equip and train 
the model arm y which she now pos 
senses, always with the idea of the 
inevitable war with Turkey ahead of 
her. The Bulgarian people have grad 
ually become imbued with the belief 
th a t their arm y is invincible and the 
acquisition of their own independ­ 
ence has left them dissatisfied that 
their Christian brothers in Macedonia 
should remain under the domination 
of Turkey. 
They realize that they cannot long 
Sustain the burden of the army on 
its present footing. For the King, al­ 
so, a successful war would mean the 
consolidation of the position of a 
dynasty imposed upon the Bulgarian 
people by the Powers. For both the 
king and the people, therefore, it ap­ 
peared to be “now or never.” 
The moment, however, was singu­ 
larly unpropitious, 
because 
Europe 
today unanimously supports the re­ 
gime of the Young. Turks at Constan­ 
tinople and desires to give it a fair 
chance to regenerate Turkey. The 
last hope of King Ferdinand and 
the Bulgarian government disappear­ 
ed when the King recently visited St. 
Petersburg and found that Russia re­ 
fused to give either sym pathy or sup­ 
port to an appeal to arm s at this 
time. Bulgaria has yielded, but as 
understood here, only to see what 
diplomacy can do. 


Principal of One of the Ward Schools 
Refuses to Vacate. 


Muskogee, Okla., March 30.—Mus­ 
kogee has a professor, principal of 
one of the ward schools, who refuses 
to be “fired” by the board of educa­ 
tion. His name is F. M. Rimes, and 
he came from Kansas, 111., last Sep­ 
tember.

Rime’s 
resignation, 
and 
elected 
a 
new man to succeed him. Prof. C. K. 
Clark, of Tahlequah. The next morn­ 
ing Prof. Rimes and Prof. Clark both 
went to the Jefferson school and each 
insisted that he was principal. Rimes 
claims that he has a contract which 
provides his services shall, not he 
term inated except upon thirty days’ 
notice, which he has not been given, 
and intim ates that he is still princi­ 
pal of the school, that he proposes 
to indicate his willingness to serv 
and that the hoard is liable for his 
salary.
